TWO QUIZZED 
OVER ATTACK 


TWO women are being investigated 
by police after a family, including 
an eight-year-old girl, were sub¬ 
jected to a ‘vicious and unprovoked 
attack’ in a park. 

Police are still appealing for informa¬ 
tion following the shock attack at about 
3.30pm on Thursday, March 30, at the 
entrance to Princess Diana Park near 
Orchard Fields Community School. 

The family, a 39-year-old woman, a 
27-year-old man and the girl, were ap¬ 
proached from behind by two women 
who punched the adults, leaving them 
with bruises. 

The woman was pulled to the floor by 
her hair and the little girl also received 
a cut lip in the incident. 

Police said the pair also threatened 
the victims with ‘serious harm’ as they 
walked off in the direction of the car 
park. 

Afterwards, the family were making 
their way through Bretch Hill when the 
pair drove past them, shouting further 
threats out the window.

Investigating officer PC Jonathan 
Livingston said: “This was a vicious 
and unprovoked attack and threats 
made to a family who were going for a 
walk in broad daylight. 

“The incident happened at a busy time 
with parents picking up their children 
from school so it is possible that some¬ 
one saw or heard the incident.” 

Two women, aged 24 and 23, were 
arrested on suspicion of assault and 
threats to kill. They have been re¬ 
leased on police bail until April 16. 

It comes within the same two-week 
bracket of reports of a rape in Horse 
Fair in the early hours of Sunday, fol¬ 
lowing an investigation during which 
a 35-year-old man was arrested but lat¬ 
er released without charge. Detectives 
have concluded the investigation. 

Richard Pickering of Banbury 
Force CID said: “After an extensive 
investigation, we are no longer look- 
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ing for anyone in connection with the 
investigation. The woman who made 
the report has been provided with the 
appropriate support. 

“Thames Valley Police will always 
take any report of sexual offences seri¬ 
ously and deal with those who report 
incidents to police sensitively. 

“Anyone can report a sexual offence 
by calling police on 101 or 999 in an 
emergency.”

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Consultation on NHS shake-up 
ends with barrage of criticism

MP hits out over lack of 
evidence to support the 
choices made by public

TIME is up for members of the 
public to weigh in on plans that 
will change the face of the NHS 
in Oxfordshire forever. 

Phase One of Oxfordshire Clini¬ 
cal Commissioning Group’s (OCCG) 
consultation on ‘transformation’ 
closed at midnight on Sunday. 

It follows a tumultuous three 
months of public events, fraught 
meetings and campaigns that saw 
criticism levelled at OCCG. 

Banbury MP Victoria Prentis 
submitted her 30-page response on 
Thursday. 

She said: “True consultation in¬ 
volves offering options on which 
the consultees can comment hav¬ 
ing seen the evidence they need to 
make informed choices. This is not 
the case here. 

“Given its failings I still believe 
this consultation should never have 
started, or should have been stopped 
some time ago.” 

David Smith, chief executive of 
OCCG, thanked all those who took 
part and said the results would be 


considered by the board in May. 

He said: “Some of these proposals 
have generated very strong feelings, 
particularly in the Banbury area. 

“But this must be about making 
services across the whole county 


the best they can be within the fi¬ 
nancial boundaries we have.” 

The plans aim to address a pre¬ 
dicted £134m black hole in the Ox¬ 
fordshire NHS by 2020 as well as 
staff shortages. 


Fears remain that not enough peo¬ 
ple understood what was at stake 
over the 12 weeks. 

Rosalind Pearce, chief executive 
of Healthwatch Oxfordshire, said: 
“Until the consultation is written 


in a way that people can understand 
what it means, there is going to be 
distrust of it.” 

Keith Strangwood of Keep the 
Horton General (KTHG) said cam¬ 
paigners had had to take it upon 
themselves to inform people. 

The group is supporting a consor¬ 
tium of local councils seek a judi¬ 
cial review over the consultation 
being split. Mr Strangwood said: 
“It was left to KTHG to let every¬ 
one know what’s going on because 
OCCG haven’t done a proper job. 

“What we want to happen is to get 
to a court hearing and then if neces¬ 
sary get an injunction to stop what 
they are doing.” 

Dr Ken Williamson, chairman of 
the Keep Our NHS Public campaign, 
added people who could be affected 
by Phase Two were now ‘frustrated 
and in limbo’. 

This week Oxfordshire County 
Council and the county’s Health 
Overview and Scrutiny Committee 
both issued their final responses. 

Both groups raised a litany of con¬ 
cerns, including the split consulta¬ 
tion and the sense that the outcome 
was a ‘fait accompli’. 

All responses will be collated and 
meetings held between the CCG and 
stakeholders ahead of Phase Two, 
which will include changes to A&E, 
children’s services and community 
hospitals as well as broad plans to 
reshape GP services.

Groups’ call 
for manager 

COMMUNITY groups in North Oxford 
who won cash to provide support 
services and free activities to families 
and children are looking for an 
enthusiastic person to manage them. 

The job involves 16 hours of work a 
week and the deadline for applications 
is today. 

Support for local families with 
children under five was previously 
provided at the North Oxford 
Children’s Centre but funding was 
withdrawn by Oxfordshire County 
Council in March. 

But the council has provided a one- 
off £30,000 grant to Cutteslowe 
Primary School and Cutteslowe 
Community Association, who have 
now joined forces to continue offering 
open-access activities. 

The school will contribute £6,000 
each year and further cash will be 
raised locally to pay for the 
co-ordinator to run stay and play 
sessions, a baby group, and possibly 
health visitor and midwife drop-ins, 
the partners said. 

The co-ordinator will be helped by 
volunteers, who will run the sessions 
in the community centre, in Wren 
Road, and in the North Oxford 
Association pavilion in Cutteslowe 
Park. 

The community centre is running a 
stay and play session every Thursday 
until the new provision is in place. 

This will probably not be until the 
beginning of June, organisers added. 

County councillor Jean Fooks said: 
“This is a really exciting opportunity. 
We have managed to get the money 
together to keep the centre running 
and we hope someone can help forward 
to help look after families in North 
Oxford.”

FI team’s assets 
go up for auction

A FORMER Formula 1 roll¬ 
ing chassis, pit lane equip¬ 
ment and a pair of wind tun¬ 
nels are among the assets of 
the Manor FI team to be sold 
off at auction to motor sport 
fanatics. 

The Banbury-based team went 
into administration after fail¬ 
ing to secure investment ahead 
of the 2017 season, which began 
with the Australian Grand Prix 
on March 26. 

As a result, assets belonging to 
Manor Grand Prix Racing and 
Just Racing Services, the operat¬ 
ing company of the FI team, will 
be auctioned off over four days 
in May. 

The online auction is expected 
to comprise of more than 4,000 
lots and is being run by Gordon 
Brothers, a restructuring and in¬ 
vestment firm. 

Director Neal Weekes said: 
“This sale will appeal to anyone 
with an interest in motorsport. 

“Subject to availability, we will 
have Formula 1 rolling chassis, a 
large quantity of pit lane equip¬ 
ment, two wind tunnel models 


and a plethora of car body parts 
and components including tubs, 
front and rear wings, engine cov¬ 
ers and side pods, together with 
steering wheels and wheel rims. 

“In addition, there is a signifi¬ 
cant selection of race- and team- 
branded clothing. 

“The largest items in the sale 
are two pop-up road trailers the 
team used as their operations 
centre at every Grand Prix.” 

Among the items for sale is a 
wind tunnel model of the 2017 
chassis that Manor would have 
used this season. 

As well as motorsport-related 
items there will be engineering 
and inspection equipment, test 
rigs, office furniture, servers 


and computers for sale. 

The company has been in¬ 
structed to run the auction by 
joint administrators FRP Advi¬ 
sory LLP and the directors of 
Manor GP. 

All 212 staff members at the 
technical centre in Chalker Way 
were sent home on January 27 
and made redundant. 

Geoff Rowley, a partner of FRP 
Advisory, said it was ‘deeply re¬ 
grettable’ the team had had to 
close its doors and thanked staff 
for their ‘support and profes¬ 
sionalism’. 

The sale catalogue will be 
available in mid-April and can 
be viewed on manorflauction.

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Fire chief vows to tackle 
diversity issues in service 

50 per cent of potential recruits are women but only 6.7 per cent become firefighters

A DRIVE to make Oxfordshire Fire and 
Rescue Service more diverse has been 
made a top priority by the county’s new 
fire chief. 

Simon Furlong, who officially took 
over the role last week, says he wants 
to inspire more women and people from 
black, Asian or ethnic minority back¬ 
grounds to join the authority. 

At the moment 93 per cent of firefight¬ 
ers are men and 97 per cent white. But 
Mr Furlong, a father of three daugh¬ 
ters, said that was ‘not good enough’. 

He said: “We are slightly better than 
average in Oxfordshire and on par with 
London - but that is still pretty poor. If 
you take one example, 50 per cent of my 
potential recruits are women but only 
6.7 per cent end up being firefighters. 

“That needs to change. We should re¬ 
flect the communities that we serve.” 

It comes after Home Office minister 
Brandon Lewis criticised fire services 
nationally for their ‘woeful’ lack of di¬ 
versity, with a new watchdog set up to 
scrutinise performance. 

In an exclusive interview with the 
Oxford Mail yesterday, Mr Furlong said 
diversity was an issue he would focus 
on during his time in charge. 

But he does not favour using quotas 


for recruitment and has instead called 
for a major ‘culture shift’ to encourage 
people from all backgrounds to join. 

He said: “I don’t think targets are the 
right thing, personally, but I would love 
for 50 per cent of our firefighters to be 
women. That’s what the community is, 
so why can’t the fire service have that? 

“That’s my aspiration, to represent 
the community we serve. I want to 
change culture, rather than just say we 
should do this to hit a target. 

“With our 365Alive campaign, we 
started with numbers and figures but 
it was actually about saying to all our 


staff ‘we are changing direction and we 
are now thinking about safety, rather 
than just response’ and that was a mas¬ 
sive success.” 

“If I just set a target, someone else 
could come in after I’m gone and say 
‘I don’t want that anymore’. But we 
should be taking ownership of this, 
because it’s the right thing to do. We’re 
going to work hard at it.” 

He added: “We don’t always sell it 
enough, but there are so many career 
paths and opportunities in the fire ser¬ 
vice because of the range of things we 
do now.”

CANDIDATES for the upcoming 
county council elections have been 
revealed. 

The vote will be held for all 63 divi¬ 
sions of Oxfordshire County Coun¬ 
cil on May 4, with several long-serv¬ 
ing councillors set to step down. 

Overall, 18 elected members of the 
authority are standing aside from 
the Conservatives, Labour, the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats and the Green Par¬ 
ty, it was confirmed yesterday. 

Across the county, more than 220 
candidates will be vying to win 
seats. 

Yesterday Melinda Tilley, who 
represents Kingston & Cumnor, is 
one of those departing and said she 
had ‘mixed feelings’ about stepping 
down but was looking forward to 
spending more time with her five 
grandchildren. 

The Conservative county council¬ 
lor, 73, said: “I shan’t miss all the 
hard work and stress, but I will miss 
the camaraderie of my colleagues. 

“It is partly because I’m getting a 
bit older now and I don’t think I can 
commit to another four years. But

I will still be staying involved with 
the Junior Citizens Trust for an¬ 
other year, which I’m really pleased 
about. 

“Being a councillor is a job where 
there have been some things that

got me down and others that have 
been really good, but I am glad we 
managed to keep many children’s 
centres open.” 

Labour’s John Christie, who 
serves Banbury Ruscote was elected 


Melinda Tilley 

in 2013 and said he was stepping 
down due to family commitments. 

The 66-year-old, a retired boss of 
social services in London, added: 
“It has been a good experience but I 
don’t feel I’m able to give it the time 


it deserves anymore. 

“We’ve tried as an opposition to 
put forward things we felt were im¬ 
portant and I was pleased to be able 
to bring my experience in local gov¬ 
ernment to bear in committees.” 

North Hinksey’s Liberal Demo¬ 
crat Janet Godden added: “It has 
been an interesting and very stimu¬ 
lating experience and I’ve enjoyed 
being involved in making strategic 
decisions. 

“The work I have helped with in 
adoption and fostering was impor¬ 
tant and also very fulfilling. But af¬ 
ter 24 years as a councillor, I thought 
it was about time to go.” 

Their decisions come before what 
is expected to be a hotly-contested 
campaign. 

The county council’s ruling Con¬ 
servative administration is hoping 
to capitalise on an average national 
poll lead of 18 points under Theresa 
May’s premiership, with the Lib¬ 
eral Democrats boosted by a string 
of recent successes in by-elections. 
They are hoping their anti-Brexit 
message will tap into Oxfordshire’s 
strong support for the Remain cam¬ 
paign. 

Labour, meanwhile, has pledged to 
make the case for a ‘fairer Britain’ 
amid warnings it could lose seats 
under Jeremy Corbyn’s leadership.

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Project helps 
young people 
build a future 


Programme that 
aids teenagers 
to gain job skills 

GETTING young peo- 
pie on their feet will be 
the name of the game 
for a Banbury charity 
taking part in two sep¬ 
arate employability 
schemes. 

The Banbury Young 
Homeless Project (BYHP) 
is among about 10 part¬ 
ner organisations in¬ 
volved in Unlocking Po¬ 
tential for Oxfordshire, 
a programme supporting 
teenagers aged 17 to 19 
who have not been in em¬ 
ployment, education or 
training for six months or 
more - known as NEETs 
- in Oxford and Banbury. 

At the same time, it is 
working with education 
firm Activate Learn¬ 
ing on its Back on Track 
scheme, which identifies 
and works with young

people at risk of becom¬ 
ing NEET. 

Tim Tarby-Donald, the 
CEO of BYHP, said: “Be¬ 
ing in both of these pro¬ 
jects is fantastic for us. 

“We are in schools and 
focusing on the needs of 
young people who might 
end up coming into one 
of our projects.” 

Unlocking Potential will 
run until 2019, supported 
by £734,000 from the Big 
Lottery Fund and the Eu¬ 
ropean Social Fund. 

It offers a programme 
of training and support 
to about 40 teenagers aged 
17 to 19, including work 
experience and fun activi¬ 
ties such as football and 
quad biking. 

Mr Tarby-Donald said: 
“We want them to stay in 
education and if study¬ 
ing isn’t right for them, to 
look at apprenticeships. 

“We are also aware we 


have to provide a safety 
net to young people who 
do fall out of the system.” 

Meanwhile BYHP is 
also inviting people with 
autism to get in touch 
about their experiences 
of barriers to work. 

During research for Au¬ 
tism Awareness Week at 
the end of march mem¬ 
bers of the BYHP team 
found just 16 per cent of 
people with autism are in 
employment. 

It has asked for personal 
accounts of difficulties 
getting into work from 
people with autism as 
well as working with the 
Parents Talking Asper¬ 
ger’s group in Middleton 
Cheney. 

Mr Tarby-Donald said: 
“Autism is obviously 
something we see in some 
of the young people we 
support but we as a team 
are quite inexperienced 
and have no specific pro¬ 
ject for it, so as an organi¬ 
sation we are trying to de¬ 
velop our expertise.”

Labour warned 
free meals are 
a waste of cash 


Money could be spent improving other areas of schools

GIVING free school meals to all 
children would be a waste of mon¬ 
ey that would be better spent else¬ 
where, the Labour Party has been 
warned. 

Leader Jeremy Corbyn announced on 
Thursday that if the party wins the next 
election it will give all primary school 
pupils free school meals. 

This would be funded by introducing a 
VAT tax on private schools. 

But teachers and politicians in Oxford¬ 
shire said schools needed the money for 
more important aspects of school life. 

Oxfordshire County Council education 
scrutiny committee deputy chairman 
and Labour councillor Gill Sanders said 
there were problems with the proposals. 

Stressing that she was speaking in a 
personal capacity she said: “Giving free 
school meals to children who are deserv¬ 
ing of a free school meal is effective and 
vital and something we should continue 
to do. 

“But I do have concerns that we will 
be providing meals for parents who can 
well afford to pay. 

“I would like any extra money to be 
spent to allow schools to pay for staff so 
that they can continue to offer certain 
subjects.” 

The Conservative-Lib Dem coalition 
government introduced free school 
meals for all children in Reception, Year 
1 and Year 2. 

Free meals are provided for children 
in other years if their parents are given 
benefits such as jobseeker’s allowance 
or earn less than £16,190 a year. 

Lynn Knapp, headteacher of Windmill 
Primary School in Headington, said: “If 
money were no object this policy would 
be good but every penny counts at the 
moment. 

“The money could be put into other 
areas of school. Not every child needs a 
free school meal.” 

When free meals for Reception, Year 
1 and Year 2 children were introduced 
some schools claimed they had lost out 
on pupil premium funding.

This money is given to schools based 
on how many disadvantaged pupils they 
had, but some headteachers said par¬ 
ents were not declaring their income 
anymore as they did not need to in order 
to get free meals. 

This meant their children were not 
classed as disadvantaged and pupil pre¬ 
mium money was not awarded. 

Mrs Knapp said: “If this were rolled 
out to all pupils it could become more of 
an issue and cost us money” 

In the run-up to the 2015 General Elec¬ 
tion the Lib Dems proposed offering all 
primary school pupils free meals. 

Lib Dem councillor and education 
scrutiny committee member Professor 
John Howson accused Labour of steal¬ 
ing the policy. 

He said: “We are in favour of it, it 
would be a relief, particularly for the 
just about managing. 

“But I am not in favour of funding it 
through VAT on independent school 
places. 

“The Lib Dems would fund it through 
general taxation.”

WE are all unreliable narrators 
of the past. 

At the mercy of our vanity, we 
repeatedly embellish small 
triumphs until they become 
glittering false memories and 
ruthlessly edit down 
humiliating failures to tolerable 
footnotes in our personal 
history 

Elegantly adapted from Julian 
Barnes’ 2011 Booker Prize¬ 
winning novel by award¬ 
winning British playwright 
Nick Payne, The Sense Of An 
Ending is a delicately calibrated 
drama about a retired father, 
whose cosy suburban bubble is 
burst by evidence of a misdeed 
from his university days. 

The past catches up with us all 
eventually. 

In director Ritesh Batra’s 
elegiac film, this ticking time 
bomb detonates with 
devastating force, driving a 
quietly spoken, unassuming 
man to stalk an old flame he 
wronged 50 years earlier. 

The narrative oscillates 
between the two timeframes, 
piecing together fragmented 
details into a mosaic of regret 
and atonement. 

Oscar winner Jim Broadbent 
is the film’s emotional core, 
delivering a subtle, nuanced 
performance that radiates calm 
when events around him seem to 
be spiralling out of control. 

He meticulously exposes 
chinks in his character’s brittle 
armour. 

When he plaintively informs 
his ex-wife (Harriet Walter), 

“I’m not an entirely redundant 
member of this family yet”, his 
sadness and self-pity are 
palpable. 

Anthony Webster (Broadbent) 
spends lazy days behind the 


counter of his vintage camera 
shop and long lunch breaks with 
ex-wife Margaret (Walter), with 
whom he is on amicable terms. 

Their daughter Susie 
(Michelle Dockery) is heavily 
pregnant and Anthony attends 
antenatal classes in place of her 
partner. 

Out of the blue, he receives a 
letter from a solicitor to inform 
him that Sarah Ford (Emily 
Mortimer), mother of his one¬ 
time girlfriend Veronica 
(Charlotte Rampling), has left 
him a treasure in her will. 

The bequest turns out to be the 
diary of his school chum Adrian 
Finn (Joe Alwyn), who 
committed suicide at university 
after he became one point of a 
messy love triangle with 
Anthony and Veronica. 

Reluctantly, Anthony harks 
back to his adolescence when he 
fell head over heels for the young 
Veronica (Freya Mavor) and 
holidayed with her family. 

“You can pee into the basin at 
night if you wish,” jokes 
Veronica’s father David (James 
Wilby), showing young Anthony 
(Billy Howie) around his room. 

Frustrated by Veronica’s cool 
detachment and her reluctance 
to commit, Anthony yearns for 
reassurance. 

“Does it have to head 
somewhere, our relationship?” 
responds Veronica, sowing the 
seeds of jealousy and rejection 
that will sprout bitter, poisonous 
fruit. 

The Sense Of An Ending is 
constructed on the solid 
foundation of Barnes’ novel. 

The steady tick tock of time 
heals most wounds, but selective 
reminisce is a wonderful balm.

Linguistics professor Thomas 
Saunders is on his way home to try 
and see his mum on her deathbed. 
The problem is, he just has so much 
else on his mind... He's supposed 
to be giving the keynote speech at 
a big conference in Berlin. His best 
friend's just been assaulted by his 
own son. He's anxious about his 
girlfriend back in Spain, partly be¬ 
cause she's half his age and partly 
because he still hasn't told his 
family that he left his wife for her 
two years ago. Oh, and he's just 
triggered an onset of the chronic 
pelvic-floor pain that has been 
plaguing him for years... by self-ad¬ 
ministering a therapeutic anal mas¬ 
sage with a special contraption that 
is raising all sorts of eyebrows at 
airport security. The novel follows 
the meanderings and vacillations 
of Thomas' mind as he navigates 
these and a hundred other related 


issues. There are texts and emails 
to respond to, family members to 
negotiate, a funeral to survive, and 
painful memories to contend with. 
Perhaps he shouldn't have left his 
wife? What was the meaning of his 
mother's last enigmatic words to 
him - 'If only...'? And - reflecting 
on the unquestioning religiosity of 
his lay preacher mum and vicar dad 
(also dead) - how do you square 
your grief for the loss of your 
parents with an equally heartfelt 
rejection of all that they believed 
in? In Extremis is by turns funny, 
poignant and thought-provoking. 
Structured with subtle intricacy, this 
is a book to love.

1930s Korea. Pickpocket Sook- 
Hee (Kim Tae-ri) has been raised 
as a thief since birth. She is 
hired by wily con artist 
Fujiwara (Ha Jung-woo), who 
has set his sights on the vast 
fortune of reclusive heiress 
Lady Izumi Hideko (Kim Min- 
hee). She lives in a mansion, 
where her movements are 
closely monitored by her uncle 
Kouzuki (Cho Jin-woong). 
Fujiwara poses as a Japanese 
Count and Sook-Hee gains a 
position as a young handmaiden 
in Lady Hideko’s household.

Cesare, 
the cruel but brilliant military 
commander son, conquers the 
Italian city states through force 
and guile (and impressing Machi¬ 
avelli with such feats), while his 
sister Lucrezia aims to restore the 
family name and fortune through 
diplomacy and charm. The story 
takes us through their audacious 
power grab - will this usurper 
Spanish family prevail in creating 
their lasting dynasty? Dunant takes 
the dramatic historical ledger and 
blends great narrative to create an 
immersive read of Renaissance Italy.
